The Black Sash has authen- 
ticated records of 693 mostly’ 
married"°women who had been 
“endorsed out"’ of the Western 
Cape between October, 1963, 
and September, 1964. This 
means that the married 
women were separated from 
théir husbands, who were leg- 
ally working in the area, and 
sent to some statutory place 
ot ' domicile, generally. 600 or 
800 miles away in a "“home- 
land” or “Bantustan.”” 

‘The Black Sash also. gave 
Individual «. xes. One African 
woman in trouble about her 
“pass” or “reference book” 
was removed to police cells to 
await deportation. She had 
to leave her sick child in the 
arms of a friend. The Sash 
comments: “Without our in- 
tervention she would have 
been removed from Cape 
Town without the baby, which 
could have died.” 

Another woman was ar- 
rested while her husband was 
absent, had to leave-four chil- 
dren behind at 


left unattended for several 
days until a neighbor, 4 man, 
stayed away from work to 
look after them. 


Test Area 

The Cape Avestern province, 
and particularly the Cape 
Town district, is becoming a 
test area for the feasibility of 
the. scheme to move great 
mass > the Africans out of 
ihe “white” areas back to the 
African or Bantu “home- 
lands." This is being done 
under the Western Cape re- 
moval scheme. Although the 
numbers of Africans have

for not less than fifteen years 
lawfully and continuously’. is 
not employed outside it, and 
has not while there been sen- 
tenced to more than‘ six 
months” imprisonment or re- 
ceived a fine of more than 140 


Yollars. 
The latest amendment to 
these law turns the screw 


on the women again. Formerly - 


an African woman could live 
in . prescribed area if she. 
was -the wife or -anmarried 
daughter of a ‘qualified’ Afri- 
can, Now she cannot live per- 
manently in a prescribed area 
(a white. area) unless She has 
entered that area legally or 
she has normally resided with 
her husband or father. 
The Black Sash leader in the 
Cape savs ‘We have several 
. eases wher: Africans, born in 
this area and who have lived 
here continuously and legally 
ever since, have married girls 
from other areas. The wives 
ave prom tly been “endorsed 
out” and it would seem that 
these men willynever be able 
to have their wives to live with 
them.” 


The case is given of Audrey 
Sibisa.: She was born in Cape 
Town but went to school, living 
with an aunt, in-a town 400 
miles inland. She returned to 
live with her parents when she 
was 17, but was considered by 
the authorities to have entered 
the area illegally. She married 
Samson Dungwa, who was 
born in the Cape Town area 
and has lived and worked 
there ever since. But because 
of the break in residence in 
her school years they can find 
no means of legally living 
together in her husband's 
area,.and he cannot live out- 
side it. 


Often Refused 


Until recently younger girls 
and boys and even unmarried 
daughters were never refused 
permission to return to their 
families “ living permanently 
in one of the townships. Now, 
however, all have got to get 
permission, even school chil-

dren, before returning home, 
and this is often refused, ac- 
cording to the Black Sash." 

They quote the case of Con- 
stance Ntombeni, who was 
born at Whittlesea in 1942,

‘own to join her (Constance’s)

, legitimately infa neat 
house near Cape Town, 
onstanee used to spend 
noo! holidays with them. 

When she returned finally 
from school in April, 1963, she 
was given permission ,by the 


authorities to live with them 
till June The authorities 
caught up with Constance 
again in August this Year. 


She was given a fortnight to 
prepare to leave for “home.” 
She was then with her parents. 
Her father. appealed to the 
authorities, saying that she 
was required to help to take 
care of her mother. The 
authorities gave her a six- 
month extension—after which 
she has to go “home.” 

No ‘Home’ 

Some. are not even so fortu- 
nate as to have a terrestrial 
“home” to go to. Rebecca 
Thejane appears to have lost 
her qualification to live around 
Cape Town-because she mar- 
ried a Basuto living in the 
Stellenbosch area’ 30 miles 
away. The authorities there 
would. not allow her fo take 
up residence with her hus- 
band. Her husband has no 
relatives left in Basutoland to 
whom he can send her. 

A judge, his hands tied by 
the law, could only appea! to 
the authorities to find some 


- way to allow her to live with 


her husband “in accordance 
with civilized standards and, 
indeed, Christian ethics.” 
The judge added: "She exists 
in what I may best describe 
as a legally created limbo.” 
Unfortunately the authorities 
also have their hands tied, 
and the legislators are hypno- 
tized by the need for “white 
self-preservation.”

Land of Genghis Khan _ 
Emerges From Feudalism 


Mongolta — the land of 
Genghis Khan —is no longer 
a feudal society but iy still 
has a long way to go to 
catch up with the 20th cen- 
tury. John Best, Moscow 
correspondent of The Cana- 
dian Press, gives his impres- 
sions of the changes taking 
place in the country. 


ULAN. BATOR—Mongolia, a 
landlocked country of 1,000,000 
sandwiched between the So- 
viet Union and China, is trying 
desperately to catch up with 
a world that once trembled at 
the feet of its most famous 
son. 

Only yesterday it was a 
feudal .realm ruled by lamas 
and princes, loosely tied to 
China but to a large extent 
left to wallow in its own back- 
wardness, chiefly noted as the 
home of the great warrior 
Genghis Khan. , 

Today, 44 years after com- 
munism took over, the princes 
have -gone_and the lamas, a 
tiny fraction of those who once 
chanted and prayed in Mon- 
golia’s Buddhist monasteries, 
don’t count for much. 

Mongolia, known also as 
Outer Mongolia and, in Com- 
munist jargon, the Mongolian 
People’s Republic, has tradi- 
tionally been a land of nomad- 
ic herdsmen. Sheep, goats, 
cattle, horses and camels rep- 
resented its entire source of 
wealth. 


For Industry 


There ar. still 23,000,000 of 
these animals — 23 times the 
human population. But- while 
much. of the nation's limited 
resources is going into rural 
development, even more is 
being plowed into industry. 

Though dwarfed by its two 
huge neighbors, Mongolia is 
still a big country in its own 
right, with an area about the 
size of Alberta and British 
Columbia combined. 

It is even emptier than Can- 
ada, with a population density 
of 1.6 pe .ms per square mile. 
A rugged land of mountains, 
taiga, steppe and desert, it is 
bordered on the north by 
Soviet Siberia and on the east, 
south and west by China. 

Part of its frontier with 
China runs through the Gobi 
Desert and separates Mon- 
golia from Inner Mongolia, 
ynow a part of China and long 
under direet Chinese control. 

The mot important fact of 
life for Mongolia today is that 
the U.S.S.R. and China, once 
buddy-buddy, have come to 
loggerheads over a variety of 
issues ari.'ng from the clash 
o! Peking’s revolutionary zeal 
and Moscow's absorption with

Pod- 
gorny, in short, has been 


given a hefty kick upstairs. 
The most important of the 
changes is the logs by Alex- 
ander Shelepin' of the post of 
deputy prime minister, and 
his departure from the chair- 
manship of © the —_party-state 
control committee. This, to- 
gether with his other posts 
had given him the potentially 


. most powerful position in the 


Soviet leadership, which he 
could have used to promote 
his own widely rumored am- 
bition to climb to.the summit 
of power. ‘ 

There is good reason to 
believe that it was the at- 
tempt to give effect to this 
ambition that brought about 
his demotion. 

Shelepin will retain the post 
of party secretary. The of- 
ficial reason given for his de- 
parture from thé other posts 
was that he would now be 
able to concentrate on his 
work in the secretariat, but 
the criticism of his previous 
work, though disguised, is so 
obvious that Shelepin. will not 
recover easily from the pres- 
emt debacle. 


Great Power 


The committee of party- 
control had virtually unlimit- 
ed powers to inquire into the 
work of any Soviet establish- 
ment, from a farm in a back- 
ward village to an important 
ministry in Moscow, and to 
secure the punishment,’ de- 
motion andé dismissal of offi- 


cials it had found to be inef-. 


ficient or dishonest.

than the Communist party, 
and provided the perfect base

The changes do not appear 
to be directly connected with 
the only major political dis- 
pute to have affected the 
Soviet leadership since — the 
fall of Krushchev, between 
those who believed that more 
resources’ should be devoted 
to the military effet, and 
those who wanted to go all 
6ut to build up the civilian 
economy. 


In that-dispute Shelepin, at 
least so. far as the public 
record goes, took a neutral 
position. Podgorny, however, 
was one of the first to declare 
himself in favor of increased 
consumer gooas production, 
on the grounds that Russia's 
military requirements could 
be adequately met from ex- 
isting industria] resources, In 
hetween the two . extremes 
seems to have been reached 
among the Soviet leaders. 


Stay In Party 


Mikoyan'’s: duties,. though 
certainly arduous, have been - 
mainly representative in char- 
acter, He will probably retain 
his membership of the party 
presidium, the party's inner 
cabinet which meets several 
times a week, but his role in 
it would depend on the 
amount of energy at his dis- 
posal. 

Podgorny, .on the other 
hand, who is also a member 
of the party presidium, will 
be prevented from exerting 
his full resources of energy— 
which are considerable — by 
the time-consuming character 


of his new duties as president: 


Podgorny’s nomination was 
put to the Supreme Soviet by 
Leonid Brezhnev, first party 
secretary, who formally rec- 
ommended -him for the new 
post as a prominent party 
Jeader- and statesman. But 
Brezhnev, who had himself 
occupied the presidency at 
one time, will know that any 
danger that Podgorny, or for 
that matter, Shelepin, may 
have presented to his position, 
will be considerably lessened 
by the changes—lessened, but 
not altogether removed.

Fifty-nine per cent of the 
cars tested during a five-day 
period here were rejected on 
the first inspection. 


This is disclosed in figures 
from the motor vehicle branch 
whose mobile testing unit con- 
ducted voluntary tests in Vic- 
toria Nov, 30 to Dec. 4. 


A total of 361 cars were. In- 
spected but only 149 passed 
first time. But 112 of the 
failures returned and passed 
the-test. . 

The highest rate of failures 
was for cars built between 
1950 and 1953—84 per cent. 

Biggest causes of rejection 
“was faulty headlights, which 
failed 163 cars. Incorrect 
wheel alignment failed 27 cars 
and bad mufflers were re- 
ported in 25 cars.
